utilization  of  modern,  science  in 
duplicating  the  original  wallpaper  of 
Lincoln's  bedroom  at  the  homestead 
at  Eighth  and  Jackson  streets  will 
be  carried  a  step  further  as  a  means 
of  protecting  the  rapidly  wp.aring 
floors  where  thousands  of  visitors 
have  passed  in  viewing  the  interiei- 
of  the  building,  it  was  announced 
yesterdav  by  Hari:y  H.  Cleaveland.  di- 
rector  of  the  department  of  public 
works  and  buildings. 

During  the  course  of  repairing  and 
redecorating  which  just  has  been 
completed,  it  was  found  that  the 
sturdy  oak  flooring  has  been  worn 
considerably  by  the  tread  of  countless 
feet. 

In  an  effort  to  prevent  further 
wear,  a  study  will  be  made  to  secure 
a  carpet  of  the  type  and  pattern  in 
use  wl-ien  Lincoln  occupied  the  dwell- 
ing. A  sample  will  be  turned  over 
to  a  weaver  who  will  reproduce  the 
carpeting  for  covering  the  floor. 

Similar  steps  were  taken  in  paper- 
ing of  the  bedroom  and  living  room 
of  the  home.  One  wall  of  the  bed- 
room revealed  the  originafl  pa4)er 
when  more  recent  layers  hkd  .oeen 
removed.    The  design  was  di^j^ated 


by  an  eastern  manufacturer  who  fur- 
nished I  the  state  with  fifty  rolls  of 
the  willpaper  without  charge.  The 
original  .section  was  preserved  with  a 
coat  of  shellac,  and  the  replica  was 
substituted  for  the  remainder  of  the 
work.  [ 

In  Addition,  new  curtains  of  a  mode 
dating  back  to  the  'eO  s  were  put  in 
placf'  and  the  woodwork  and  floors 
were^refinished.  Some  plastering  re- 
pairsj  also  were  made. 

Fufniture  includes  some  that  was 
used  ■  by  the  Lincolns  at  the  home 
and  I  other  pieces  of  the  time  that 
weri  obtained  ^rom  Mrs.  Frank  P. 
Ide  and  William  Butler  of  thi-s.city^. 
The  residence  was  built  in  1839^iBfy 


Rev.  Charle^«D¥g^r  and  was 

cashed  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  May  2, 
for  $1,500.   Originally  a  one  and 
half  story  structure,  the  house 
remodeled  after  1844  into  a  two- 
residence  by  Mrs.  Lincoln.
